Fraukfort, Ky., Aug 22.— It is 
■ question in the mind of Adju 
tant Gen. P. P. Johnston wheth- 
er some of the counties io West- 
ern KeutnckyHre controlled by 
the civil authorities or the night 
riders, and he u inclined to be- 
lieve that the niKbt riders have a 
little the best of it in one or two 
counties. 

General Johnston returntd 
today from a trip through the 
night rider infected counties 
where he has been making an in- 
vestigation of conditions and eu- 
deavoriUK to determine what 
ought to be done to restore law 
and order. 

Gen. Johnston found that the 
situatiou is somewhat tense in 
many counties and the need for 
the solJiers still exists. 

However, Gen. Johnstou found 
that there is a nucleus of deter- 
mined and brave men, around 
which is being gathered an array 
of la* and order men who will 
eventually bring order out of the 
preteut chaos. 

In every comity there are 
men who do not, believe in the 
Bight rider raids, aud in fact some 
men who first started the night 
rider organization are now try- 
ing to break it up. 



Gen. Johnston hopes that the 
tobacco growers of the better 
class finally will join with the 
State authorities in putting 
dowu the raiders. 

In Lyon county, at Eddyvtlle, 
Gen. Johuston found a peculiar 
situation. The grand jury re- 
turned no indictments aud de- 
clared that it was uuable to se- 
cure witness, ascouuty Attorney 
Krone would not produce the 
witnesses. 

Ou the other hand, Kroue says 
the grand jury not ouly never 
asked him for witnesses, but 
never even usked for him and 
never invited him into the graud 
jury room. 

Kroue has uot stood for raiding 
which has been done, and J 1 * 
tried |u do his duty. 

Gen. Johuston found that two 
of the grand jurors would uot 
sigu th<* report exonerating 
Judge Cook from couuectiou 
with the lawlessness unless the 
report also commended Krone. 

The others refused to put in a 
clause commending Kroue aud u 
juror named Dodds refused to 
sigu ihe report. That night 
Doddh' baru was burued.

of lawlessness. 

Trigg county, which is in the 
dark tobacco district, near the 
Tennessee liuo, has been the 
scene of nn unusually large num- 
ber of night rider depredations.

Gov. Willsou, before proceed- 
ing to reply, quotes 111 full the 
letter and resolutions, which are 
dated August 18, and forwarded 

from Cadiz, Ky., and written 
ou the letter heads of the Plant- 
ers' Protective Association— the 
organization of the dark tobacco 
growers. 

The signatures are led oil with 
the names of County Judge G. 
K. Bingham and Sheriff W. C. 
Broadbeut, of Trigg County. 

The letter and resolutions re- 
cite that at a meeting attended 
bv 600 citizens of Trigg county 
those present pledged themselves 
to make every effort to restore 
ordpr and peace. 

Among other statements the 
resolutions coutaiu the follow- 
ing : 

"Without reciting the various 
acts of violence, aud without 
touching on any acts of luwless- 
nes on the part of the soldiers, 
we desire to assure yourexcellen 
cy that we cat do all or more 
than soldiers can." 

The resolutions state that the 
preseuts of the soldiers is a hind- 
rance to the executiou of justice 
by the civil tribunals aud declare 
that their withdrawal would be 
in the interest of law ai d order. 

In his reply Gorernor Willson 
commends the spirit shown by 
the mass meeting and expresses 
his belief that those present ciu 
restorer ler iu Trigg county if 
they will do all they nan to live 
up to their pledge. 

Hundr.d. Intimidate*. 

If such a pledge had been ta- 
ken at t • ■ <■ outset of the depce- 
datious, eighteeu months ago, 
aud carried out, there would now 
be no need of soldiers iu the 
country. 

"But," says the Governor, 
"during that eighteeu months 
hundreds of people have beeu in- 
timidated by a secret- bound 
league aud a long list of crimes 
recorded. 

"And duriug this time not one 
of you who offer this pledge has 
caused the arrest of any body, 
although many of the crimes 
were bo opeu aud shameless that 
many of you who sigu these res 
olutious not only knew of the 
outrages but knew where offi- 
cers could have laid their hauds 
on the perpetrators. 

"You have not made a single 
affidavit, caused a single arrest, 
or even asked for a warrant. 

CitiKO* »r» Scared. 

The people of your county 
were made to feel that they 
could not refy for help ou eith- 
er yourselves or the peace offi 
cars. Aud #hile you did uoth- 
mg yourselves you uever asked 
aid of the State Government, 
but showed hostility to the State 
Government' * measures to pro- 
tect life aud properly." 

Io conclusion the Governor 
takes a parting shot at the sign- 
ers of the resolutions for eugros- 
sing them ou the statiouery of 
the Planters' Protective Associa- 
tion —a name which, he says, re- 
call* the raids ou Priucetou, 
ilopkiusville, aud a number of 
oiher places. 

Ou the ground that the live* 
ut the few brave rneu who have 
attempted 10 persecute night ri- 
ders, aud who have asked for 
pnilecl 1011, would be eudaugered 
and their property put to furth- 
er risk of destruction, he refuses 
to withdraw the troops. 

Such a step, be says, would 
remove what little protection 
baa of lata been afforded aud 
leave the district at tbe mercy 
of tbe riders.

Pursuant to official call of A. 
J. F-ix, ' Suuerint*»ndent of 
Schools for Hopkins county, 
Mated August 17th, 1908, the 
newly elected trustees for the 
various subdistnets of the Sec- 
ond Educationul Division as- 
Bembled ut the Karlington Pub- 
lic Graled school building at 
10:«10 o'clock. Mouday morning, 
August 24th, 1908, for the pur- 
pose of organizing the Second 
Division Board. The meeting 
was called to order and preside d 
over by Superintendent Fox. 

Present in the meeting were: 
W. K. Whitfield, Moss Hill No. 
23; R. H. Smith, Stanley No. 72; 
W. V. Brooks. Grape Vine No. 
60; Paul M. Moore, K trim tun 
No. 46; J. D. Greer. Hecla No.

Fiuley, Southard 
No. 81. All beiug present ex 
cept Mart Crawford, of I! . m -lev- 
No. 88. 

Supt. Fox made a statement 
as to the provisious of the new 
law aud the purposes of the 
meeting, after which the meet- 
ing proceeded to the election of 
officers. Paul M Moore was 
nominated for chairman of the 
Second Educational Division and 
K. H. Smith was nominated for 
secretary. These nomiuatious 
a ere made separately and the 
vote being separately taken each 
was uuauimously elected to the 
offices as named- 

As under the law one half of 
the newly elected trustees are to 
serve for a period of one year 
and oue half for the period of 
two years, to be determined by 
lot, the meeting proceeded to 
draw lots to determine this mat- 
ter. Result: — The trustees hold- 
iug for one year are W. R. 
Whitfield, Moss Hill; Mart 
Crawford, Barusley; R. H. 
Smith, Stanley; W. V. Brooks, 
Grapevine. Those holdina for 
two years are Paul M- Moore, 
Earlington ; J. D. Greer, Hecla; 
C. C Adoock, McCord; George 
R Finley, Southard. 

The trustees present were duly 
qualified by Superiuteudeut Fox, 
who administered the oath of 
office to each. 

After a discussion of certain 
points in the new law and the 
expression of general interest ou 
the part of tbe trustees, and 
after numerous ( ue*tiou had 
been asked of and answered by 
the Superiuteudeut, the .meet- 
ing, upou motion duly seconded 
and carried, adjourned to meet 
again upon call of the division 
chairman, or, as provided by 
law, ou the last Saturday in 
June 1909, for the consideration 
of applications and the election 
of teachers.

American Tobacco Company 
Withdraws its Agents From 
Kentucky. 



V/ILL OPEN HEADQUARTERS 

IN OHIO METROPOLIS. 



Louisville, Ky., Aug. 22 —A 
story is published here this after- 
noon that the American Tobacco 
Oompauy has withdrawn its 
twenty- two country buying 
agents from Kentucky. 

The announcement comes as a 
complete surprise to local tobac 
cp men and has caused quite a 
flurry among those interested in 
the situation throughout the 
State. 

Furthermore, it is known that 
the company intends to open 
headquarters iu Cincinnati. 

The rumor is persistent that 
the company intends to entirely 
quit Kentucky. Officials of the 
American Tobacco Company de- 
cliue to discuss the outcome of 
the move. 

Louisville has for years been 
the largest tobacco market iu 
the world, thousands more hogs- 
heads of tobacco beiug handled 
on the local "breaks" annually 
than at any other point. 

It is generally accepted that 
the numerous "night rider' 
troubles and the iutense feeling 
wnich exists against the Ameri- 
can Tobacco Company in many 
sections has caused the officials 
of the company to withdraw the 
country agents from the State.

SAYS NO ATTEMPT MADE 

TO BRING GUILTY TO JUSTICE 



Eddyville, Ky., Aug. 2£ - 
grand jury adjourned without 
having returned any indict- 
ments against Night Riders in 
this section aud, as a result, 
some ISO warrants, based on 
"information and belief," and 
sworn out against men charging 
them with having committed, 
various depredations in tbin 
section will probably be dismiss- 
ed. 

Following the discharge of tbe 
grand jury, County Attorney 
Walter Kroue made a sensation- 
al statement in which he declar- 
ed that no attempt had been 
made to bring the culprits to 
justice aud that the work of tbe 
graud jury had beeu a farce. He 
declared that the grand jury bad 
contented itself with demanding 
the lev imouy of but two men, 
Sanford Hall and Tom Stevens, 
who are uow at Jeff'ersouville, 
ld.i.. wheu it was a matter of 
public knowledge tbat the two 
men stood iu dauger of being 
killed if they came. 

The men, according to tbe 
couuty attorney's statement, cai> 
give important testimony and- 
will come wheu auy serious at 
tempt is made at investigating 
tbe troubles aud returning in 
dictmeuts. According to Mr. 
Krone no attempt was made t«> 
get the testimony of other wit- 
nesses. Tbe county attorney 
declared that his own life w>nl< 
be iu grave jeopardy if it wert 
uot for the preseuce of «oldie»»„ 
aud said tbat tbe administratis 
of justice in thisdmrict is par; 
lyaed.

Charles Newlxdd expects to 
r-snme work as shot firer in the 
Viol**!* mine where he was 
formerly employed as such. 

Foreman O'Bannoti, of the 
liUrnsley mine, has bee« on the 
nick list the past week A se- 
vere touch of rheumatism has 
about laid him up. 

Superintendent John Kobin- 
m>n, of the Nortonville Uoal Co., 
spent a few hours here last 
week. He reports prospects good 
now for a paying business. 

All of the Iiidiaua mines were 
•hut down for awhile last week 
by order of the state officials of 
the U. M. Workers Bit we un- 
derstand the action did not meet 
with the approval of the presi- 
dent of the order, and he or 
dered them back to work. So 
therefore another cooflist of au- 
thority exists between state and 
national officers. 

One day last week a father 

and son descended into one of 
the Illinois coal mines and came 
uear losing their lives. From 
some cause the boy let his lamp 
get too close to a lot of oil that 
was in the mine and the result 
was the mine was set on Are aud 
at last reports was still burning. 
The father and boy escaped with 
slight injuries. * 

A poor colored miner who de- 
peuded ou his daily labor for the 
support of himself and family 
was shot from ambush near Pratt 
City, Ala., last Friday. On the 
Wednesday night previous his 
house was dynamited and he 
claimed he recognized some of 
the parties who did the dastard- 
ly deed, and it is evident they 
want him out of the way. Still 
these union miners say they only 
want their rights in a peaaeuble 
way. 

Mi. Boyd, who was acting as 
a coal loader at the Arnold 
mine, came near meeting with a 
serious accident a few days ago, 
aud from which he is still a suf- 
ferer. He was standing on a car 
at the tip when another. car 
struck it, knocking him down 
and off the car, badly bruising 
one of his shoulders and other- 
wise injuring him. 

Chief Electrician N. W. Urn- 
stead, was a sufferer last week 
from ■ bad eye, caused by a 
rising near it, and for several 
days was unable to attend to his 
duties about the tmues. But he 
saw that his crew of men were 
kept busy recovering the office 
building. 

The loss of mules in the mines 
by accident is quite an item of 
expense, aud oue that has to be 
considered when the yearly ap 
propriatiotis are made. Seldom 
a week passes that some poor 
animal in not rendered worthier 
by accideut in the mine and in 
many cases it has to be killed to 
put it out of its suffering, as was 
the case at No. 11 mine last week 
•toa ohm of them was killed. 

Kui;iueer Joe Brown had some 
trouble with his little eogiue 
last week. As the former would 
say, "wheu thev hooked it up to 
the load it, like a balky horse, 
refused to move forward, but in 
stead went backward. " A care 
ful examination showed that 
home piece of machinery had 
been wrongly placed, causing >? 
to ruu backward instead of for 
ward. Joe soon found the 
trouble and applying the reme- 
dy, the hauliug of coal was soon 
resumed. • 

That prosperity has returned, 
was plainly made manifest last 
week wheu the St. Bernurd 
Mining Co. shipped over six 
huudred aud fifty cars of coal, 
aud that wheu the thermometer 
was registering daily about uiue 



ty in the shade. These cars 
would average over nine hun- 
dred bushels to the car and 
would make about forty-four 
trains for a single engine. If 
placed on a single track thev 
would extend for a distance of 
four miles Bather a good week's 
work for dull times, don't you 
think? 

Machinist D. W. Uraslead and 
crew of men wore busily engaged 
the past week transferring an- 
other engine from Fox Run to 
the South Diamond mine, where 
it will be placed in use soon. 
The moving of machinery and 
the placing of new around as 
large a plant as the St. Bernard 
keeps a large force busy. 

The first case of prostration 
from exeessive heat to be re- 
ported around the mines this 
year so far as the writer has 
heard was thit of Foreman 
William Borders of the car 
building and repair shop at 
Hecla. He was at work on the 
outside one of the hot days late- 
ly and succumbed to the heat. 
He has been bad off ever since, 
the worse effect seemiug to be 
the shock on his nervous rystem. 
His many friends fear it will be 
some time before he is able to 
resume his duties. 

Over three mouths ago Fore- 
man George Wyatt, of No. 9 
mine met with an accident 
while examining closely the con- 
dition of the mine and came 
near losing his life, and at the 
same time lost a hatchet he had 
in his hand at the time he was 
hurt. Ou August 22nd he ven- 
tured back to the locality where 
the trouble occurred aud recov- 
ered tbe piece of lost properly, 
an well as to find the condition 
much improved. Where be 
eould not go without rubber 
boots on he can now walk with 
common shoes aud keep his feet 
dry. Iu, fact, the mine is iu 
fine couditiou so far as water is 
concerned. 

Business Asient Matt Kay, of 
tbe St. Bernard Mining Com 
puny, has returned from a trip 
to Alabama, where he visited the 
miniug district where the great 
strike is now ou. The trouble 
exists in seven couuiies joining 
each other aud promises to be a 
stubborn oue. The chief, and in 
fact the only bone of conteutiou, 
is the refusal on the part of the 
operators|to recoguize the uuiou. 
The operators, he says, are ma- 
kiug a strong fight, aud as fast 
as possible replaciug uni in labor 
with that of non-union, and al- 
though iii a crippled condition, 
they are producing some coal. 
If ample protection was given 
them tiie mines would soon be 
fully equipped with men who 
waut to work but who are afraid 
of bodily injury.

STIXTEBN INJURED MEN AND SIX 
■ODIE8 TAKEN FROM RUINS. 

THIRTEEN ARE STILL IN THE DEBRIS 

When Front Collapse* Police and Fir* 
Department Are Called 
Out. 



Chelsea, Mass., Aug. 26— A doien 
are believed killed, a number In- 
jured, In the collapse of a brick build- 
ing in Chelsea Square Tuesday. 8lx 
bodies and 16 workmen badly hurt 
hm > alleady been taken out. 

The dead: Ferri Santa, 48 yeara 
eld; Felecbl Ooullfa, 34; Myr Arlock. 
60; Morris Zachlad, 38; two unident- 
ified dead. 

Jacob Colm, fortnan. Is among thoae 
buried In tbe fallen mass of debris. 

The men were at work on the Inside 
of tbe building. 35 in number, rebuild 
ing the structure, when the front wall 
collapsed. Members of the Police and 
Fire Departments and citizens are still 
working to dig out the remaining 
bodies In hope some may be living. 

Thirteen men are still burled In tbe 
ruins. 

Police and Firemen at Work. 

Immediately following the crash a 
general police and fire alarm waa 
sounded. Ambulances from the Marine 
and Naval Hospital responded, and tbe 
work of rescue waa begun. 

The building was being rebuilt hjr 
Maurice Gordon. All but the front 
wall had been destroyed at tbe time 
of the Cbelsea fire. Thirty-five men 
were employed about the building, and 
most of tbese were on the Inside. 

The building adjoins the Park 
Hotel. It ia a four-etory building and 
was formerly occupied by Wm. T. 
Burns, a furniture dealer. 

Every available ambulance and even 
moving vans are being used to re- 
move tbe dead. 

Five ambulances from the Marine 
and Naval hospitals, one from Boston, 
three from Chelsea, and three moving 
vans are carrying the dead and in- 
jured from the ruins to the Marine 
Hospital.

This quarry pro- 
duces no 'yellow' stone. Its entire product is a 
stone of good quality, and is of a blue-gray color. 
Stones of the largest size required have been ob- 
tained, and in all respects this product compares 
favorably with that from the German quarries." 

"There has been no domestic production of 
lithographic stone until within the past year or 
two, and all that was produced was obtained from 
the quarry at Brandenburg, Ky. The actual fig- 
ures are withheld in the protection of individual 
statistics. 



"The value of the stones varies with the qual 
ity and sizes, from 3 1-2 cents per pound for 
stones 16x22 inches to 17 cents for stones 43x64 
inches.

I traced these ledges aoout four thousand feet 
along the side of the hill on the company's prop- 
erty to where 1 found another excavation, expos- 
ing' the same ledge 91-2 feet in depth. I saw 
outcroppings of the Lithographic Stone both 



above and below the ledge you have opened. 
Quarrying back only 60 feet on the 9* foot ledge 
horrizontally ( which could be easily and econo- 
mically done) would furnish nine million pounds 
of the Lithographic Stone each vear for twenty 
live vears.
